‘OUR GIFI-TAKING ALDERMEN, 

The days of private niunificence towatd 
public officers, and of reciprocal generosi- 
ty onthe part of the faithful servants of 
the people toward their private benefac- 
tors, are, we fear, gliding swiftly by. Not 
a few will regret the change, and will,per- 
haps, seek te detain them as they tly; for, 
among ull the modes of productive indus- 
try, none yield so large returns with so 
little labor. as the making of small pres- 
ents from one’s private purse to a public 
officer, to be repaid by him, either by votes 
in the Common Council--on the purchase 
of schoo! lots, or by a contract to put new 
engines into American steamers, or by ap- 
pointments to office with salarics.

The corner in oats bas assumed propor- 
tions which demand the serious considera- 
of the banks, merchants, railroads, 
and all others interested in the business of 
Chicago, There have been many corners 
heretofore. attempted in this city, but 
never before under ciroumsiances that en- 
abled the operator to arrest the transporta- 
tion of all kinds of grain to this city. 
There is but one reason why grain is 
brought to Chicago at all, and that is be- 
cause it can have the benefit of water 
transportation at lower rates than are pos- 
sible by rail. An instance of this was 
shown on Saturday last, when the Java 
carried from this port 105,000 bushels of 
grain, which was equal to the capacity of 
164 cars, or at least ten ordinary trains, For 
the reception of this grain m Chicago neces- 
sity has created a business known as waré- 
housing; whereby the railroads, instead 
of e slow process of delivering it to the 
rious consignees, may deliver whole 
in-loads, and have their cars emptied in 
a few minutes. From this bas grown the 
business of buying and selling warehonse 
receipts for grain, instead of the grain it- 
self. The Board of Trade, heretofore, has 
made a rule that contracts for the deliv- 
ery of grain can only be filled by handing 
over the receipts of certain warehonses 
known as “regular.” The fire destroyed 
several of these grain warehouses, reducing 
the storage capacity of those now regular 
to about 8,500,000 bushels. Taking advun- 
tage of the reduced storage-room, an ad- 
venturous person has bought upall the oats 
in store in this city, and is buying large- 
ly of the same article to be delivered dur- 
ing the month of June. The demand for 
oats fer shipment in sed the price in 
this market, inducing large shipments® 
The warehouses were at once filled with 
oats. The railroads had many hundreds 
of cars standing on the tracks here, with 
no place to deliver the grain, and were at 
last compelled to issue orders forbidding 
the reeeipt of any more on their lines. In 
this emergency, the Board of Trade, by an 
order, declared that receipts issued by the 
Dock Company and by Neeley’s warehouse 
should be considered reguiar in the settle- 
ment of contracts; but, since then, Mr. 
Charles Hitchcock bas given the legal 
Opinion that such receipts are not valid in 
the settlement of contracts made before 
the date of the order declaring those wa:e- 
houses regular. The result is, that there 
is a difference in the commercial value: 
between the old regular and the new 
receipts of S cents per bushel, though the 
oats in the two classes of warehouses are 


of equal quality. Yesterday  sey- 
eral warehouses refused to re- 
ceive any wheat, and practically 


he receipt of grain in Chicago by rail has 
ceased. There is no legal place to put it. 
On Saturday, 105,000 bushels of oats were 
shipped by the Java, but the shipper did 
not surrender his warehouse room, he 
continuing to pay storage for the empty 
bins for the rest uf the month. This is the 
18th of June, and the corner is to hold out 
until the close of business hours on the 
26th, and in the meantime the receipt of 
grain in this city must be practically sus- 
pended. The grain which would come 
here is now goingto Milwaukee and other 
points ; the railroads being unable to find 
storage for it here. 

The Beard of Trade, having already 
made two places regular which were not 
reguiar before, should net stop there, If 
they can make two. additional ware- 
houses regular, why not twenty? They 
can declare the receipts of any responsible 
warehousemen not only regular during 
this emergency, but indefinitely, The 
railroads, having departed from their pol- 
icy of delivering grain only to certain 
warehouses, in order to escape from the 
pressure of having their trains standing 
idle, have shown that they can deliver 


houst baving the conveniences of side- 
tracks, or they can deliver to wagons. If 
they can depart from this poliey in tlie 
case of two or three warehouses, why not 
do it in the case of a dozen? , 

The railroads seem to have a clear and 
legitimate defence fur refusing to receive 
any more grain to be brought to this city ; 
but that the regular warehousemen are 
not to some extent connected with this 
“corner” in warehouse-room, is by no 
meane clear. That, however, as 
well as the whole affair, should be 
thoroughly ventilated by the Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners. The success 
of the corner, however, depends upon the 
aid it obtains fromthe banks. It requires 
more money to successfully carry such an 
affair four weeks than is at the disposal 
of those known to be partners in the trans- 
action. Who, then, are the real parties 
that are blocking the wheels of com- 
merce,—suspending the receipts of grain, 
and driving millions of dollars of trade 
from the city? If the real operators be 
the banks, which banks are they? The 
corner, if suecessful, may add a few thou- 
sands of dolls tothe wealth of a few per- 
sons, but at what a cost to the city ? Al- 
ready it is known in all parts of the world 
that three or four persons, backed by 
banks in Chicago, .have bought up all 
the warchouse- room in the city, 
and have arrested the grain trade 
leaving millions of bushels alony the lines 
of railways withont transportation to Chi- 
cago. The injurious effect of this upon 
the character and interests of the-city can- 
not be compensated by a hundred times 
the paltry gain that the few may make in 
this corner. | 

The time has come when the City of 
Chicago must insist that the railroads 
shall deliver grain to every warehouse to 
which it can move its cars; and the Board 
of Trade muat declare that any warehouse 
receipt for grain shall be valid in the set- 
tlement of contracts. The Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners will be derelict 
in their duty if they do not sift this whole 
matter to the botiom, and, if there be any 
legal remedy, bring the whole disgraceful 
and injurious business to an abrupt con- 
clusion.

When, ness than six weeks ago, the 
great trussed roof ef the Coliseum 
building sucemtmbed to the gale, 
and carried everything before it to 
the ground, there seemed an utter impossi- 
bility in raising a new structure upon the 
ruins in time for the World's Peace Jubilee. 
But willing and able hands make light work, 
end the workmen are giving their foal 
touches to the vast edifice. I visited it 
to-day, in company with Louis Rice, Heg., 
of the American House, on@of the Building 
Cemmittee; and, used as we are to building 
marvels in Chicago, here is one of 
the world’s wonders, that has no varailel. 
The monster Chores. in full operation yee- 
terday, was a very fitting prelade to the 
great musical event, and excellent symbol 
ef the world’s peace, Wien the diu of bus r 
indastry shall succeed the destructi:s 
clamors of war. A thousand hawmers of 
finishers and decorators, the tread of gangs 
of were the musical acoomvani- 
ment to which the Colisenm is approaching 
completion, now nearly reached in the mi 
nutest particular. The building is too sub- 
Stamtial and handsome not to awaken revret 
that ite tenure is brief,—for it would seem 
that, in all our great cities, there would be 
public advantage in the perpetuity of such 
struetures, even though private profit is not 
directly to be looked for. Their existence 
would create and furnish facilities 
for occasions of a less elaborate character, 
such as kept the Lincoln Wigwam iu Chi 


cago in universally recognized service and 
voine during the period it was permitted to 
remain. Without discussing this point, the 
yreat Coliseum building most be cousidered 
in ite reference to the special ocsasion soon 
to be inaugurated, and which is to pass inte 
the history of sueh evente,—the building 
itself quite as remarkable as the Jabilee. 
The great feature demanded first is capacity, 
for the financial undertaking isa vast one, 
and there must be room to accommodate the 
mublic whose money is to settle these bills. 
Then there must every assurance 


‘of strength in the structure. And, lastly 


pepe and uty, as far as practica- 
le, are demanded, lest too great barrenness 
of ornament o the eflect. Wonderfal 
suceess has been realized in ali these ro- 
spects, The building covers an area of % 
eet by 550. The height from parquet floor 
to ridge is 108 feet, The area covered is 
about 41-3 acres. The exterior is handsome, 
and, when the numerous towers and peaks 
of the roof are decorated with the flags of 
ail nations, will be strikinaly beantifal. 
The building is far from being a mere rade 
shell. It would be difficult to suggest any use 
or demand by the vast concourse soon to 
gather that has not been —~ an anticipated 
and handsomely answered. The principal 
entrance for the audience is through a wide 
the 20,000 chorussingers. Emerging from 
and loity vestibule, under the great gallery of 
this 4 the vast, smooth tleor of the ber- 
quet, the fall effect of the grand interior 
strikos the eye.
